WEST PALM BEACH — Sound 
development of Florida water reà 
sources is going forward in Central 
and Southern Florida Flood Con- 
tral District, according to an an- 
nouncement by its governing 
board. 

Water resources are being con- 
served throughout the FCD by 
storing wet-season water for bene- 
ficial use in dry periods. Prior to 
the adoption of the comprehensive 
multi-purpose flood control plan, 
water was wasted to sea. Now, 
water can be held in lakes and con- 
servation areas. 

In the Kissimmee and Upper St. 
Johns River Basins, the need exists 
to retain excess flood waters in the 
Fall for release into natural and 
artificial channels, 
adequate ground-water -tables un- 
der agricultural lands, and to pro- 
vide for stock watering during 
the dry season. 

The practical method of meeting 
this need is to retain water in fiat- 
ural lakes and sloughs, and to con- 
trol outlet channels for flood con- 
trol and drainage. Removal of ex- 
cess waters from pasture and farm 
lands and from communities can be 
accomplished by increasing the ca- 
pacities of natural channels to per- 
mit escape of flood waters, Control 
works will be provided in channels 
and lake outlets to retain waters in 
natural reservoirs for use in dry 
periods. 

Similarly, the need to retain wat- 
er for proper distribution in dry

seasons exists in the Everglades 
south of Lake Okeechobee. In that 
region; normal years may have dry 
winter seasons when there is need 
to hold ground-water levels high 
enough for agricultural ‘needs.
